Nurina, 
assistant state prosecutor, reporting 
on these alimony enses, said: 

“We will revise the marriage laws. 
and suggest: . 

“1.—To Increase the amount of 

* alimony. 

“2.To” punish severely, up to 
three years imprisonment, thos? 
who refuse to pay alimony. 

“3,--To enter in his passport 
(every citizen must have a pass- 
port) the fact that a husband has 
been brought to court because he 
refused to pay alimony. 

“At present deserters of wives 
cause us a good deal of trouble be- 
cause they conceal where they live. 
Trying to find them the Commis- 
sariat of Home. Affairs spends much 
money. We surgest that these ex- 
penditures must be paid by these 
husbands. When some alimony dod- 
fer discovers that aside from the 
allmony he must pay several hun- 
dred roubles spent to find him he 
wiJl come to a realization of his 
offence. . At the same time this mea- 
stre will make others think thor- 
oughly before deserting their 
children. : :

TSALDARIS

The death fa announced “of M, 
Panayotis Traldaris, ex-Promicr of

Tho Into M. Tealdaris wan born In 
1868 at Kamnrion, Corinth... After 
graduating in law at Athens with dia- 
tinction, he continued his atudics at 
Paris, Berlin, Leipzig and Gottingen. 
He then practised in Athens ay an 
audvoente. . His other activities , In- 
cluded membership of the commission 
which prepared the Greck civil code, 
In 1910 he was elected to the Cham- 
ber. Ho was Minlater of. Justice in 
the frst Gounaris Cabinet, in 1915. 
After the 1920 elections he was made 
Minister.of the Interior ard of Com- 
munications, retatnings these posts 
tH) March 1922 «In that ‘year he 
represented Greeem at The Hague 
during the discussion of Russlan quese 
tions, He was so for a time a 
tember of the Hague Arbitration 


After tho shooting of the hend_ of 


extreme Royalist” party, AM. 
Gounaris on November 28, 19% 
Tsaldaris became its leader, In Ov 
ber, 1926 -ha and the other Royatiat 
leaders decided to talte no purt fn the 
elections and the polls in November 
resulted ina Republican — majority, 
declared that 
the Royalists did not intend to raise 
the question ef a change of regime at 
the next elections, though they would. 
obey the people’ vwish, Hf it were

In March, 1933, the Monarchista 
achieved victory at. the  pofls 
and Tsoldnris. took office,  Gen- 
ern) Plostirax ‘attempted a coup 
d@otat, but after 24 hours’ “dictator- 
ship" hud to flee to Egypt. A mutual 
aid pact with Turkey for which 
Venizelos had paved the way was 
signed by Tsaldaris: in. September, 
thus ending, the age-long hostility 
between the two countries. A revolt 
of avhich Venizelos was the lender 
broke out in March 1035. Five war- 
ships and sections of the army’ took 
wart in it. .The rising was inspired 
by the discontent of the Republicans

Teaktaria -Kuppresed - several hostile 
politieal partics and two generals 
who took part in the rising were 
executed. The Premier ruled by de- 
cree until the general olection in 
June when his party secured a sweep- 
ing majority. -It was rumoured that 
the extreme Royalists might soize 
power by force, but General Condylis 
the War Minister, tool precautions 
Against any such ,attempt, The 
Tsaldarils Cablact was divided on the 
question of the restorntion of tho 
monarchy, Royalist Ministers pressed 
the Premier to force Republican 
Ministers to -resign, but he refused, 
having promised the Assembly that 
the Government would observe strict 
neutrality until after a plebiscite had 
been held on the restoration Issue. 
Condylis and another Royalist Minis- 
ter and three Republicans resigned, 
but Tsaldaris continued in offico and 
reorganised his .Cabinet, Condylis 1e- 
turning. to .it.  Monarchists had 
visited ex-King George and he had 
Announced that he would not return 
to the Greek throne unless the plebis- 
cite showed a majority in favour of 
that step, which it ‘did, «

For a long time successive British 

Governments have felt, and deplor- 
ed, the ‘need for new Government 
offices. Nenrly twenty-five years 
‘ayo a’ proposal to build these 
otlices: over the 
Whitehall and the Victoria Embank- 
ment, up_to the extreme limit_to- 
wards the river, ; pu Wi 
—nnd stopped by Parliament. Now 
a more ‘definite scheme has been 
advanced, and approved by the 
Cabinet. The new scheme | is 
again for 9 building in Whitehall 
Gardens, but this building will 
not absorb the whole of the pre- 
sent open space. The “green 
break” in 4§Vhitehall will be pre- 
served. ; 
_ The new offices avill be one of 
the largest blocks of Government 
offices in the world, and the coat 
ia estimated at about £1,750,000. 
The first section will be completed 
aboub 1940-41, and the whole 
about 1946-46. It will house the 
Alr Ministry, the Ministry of 
Labour, the Boord of Trade, and 
the Ministry of ‘Transport, all of 
which are ot present inconveni- 
ently situated with regard to each 
other, It will accommodate 5,360 
Civil Servants, as compared with 
1,186 housed on. the present site. 
It is to be a single block with 
three large internal “courts, -and 
there will be eight main storeys 
above the basement. The length 
will be about 660 feet; the breadth 
—at the widest point—300 feet; 
and the height 87 feot. The total 
floor area will be aixteen. acres. 
Nowhere will there be claborate 
‘or unnecessary decoration; and 
the exterior is to be so designed 
as to conform to the dignity of 
Whitehall. The offices will be 
built on the ateel-frame principle,

For the 
same reason that Hongkong is to get 
o new stamp, however, there are 
four, and probably five, of the pre- 
sent denominations to be abolished, 

The. new 15 cent rate for Jetters 
for the U.K. ond British possessions 
leaves the Colony with onc denomina- 
tlon too few, and untll the 15 cent 
stumps arrive the public are to be 
asked to use two starips—a 12 cent 
and n three cent. This is in order 
to use un the stock of .12 und three 
cent stamps held by the Post Ofice 
at present. When all, the ‘12 and, 
three cent stamps are used, nu more 
will be printed, 

It is anticipated, also, that six and 
eight cent stamps will not be print-

DR. SOKOLOW. DIES 
AT AGE OF 73 


“PERSECUTED” ~ 
IN RUSSIA 


a London, May 18, 

The death {x ‘announced of Dr. 
Nahum Sokolow, the Zionist leader, 
at the age of 73 yoars—Renter, 

Sokolow, who was born near Plock, 
jn .Poland, as’ a boy studied the 
Talmud and the doctrines ‘of the 
Jewish faith and ‘learnt several 
languages. At the age of 18 ‘he 
marricd. In. 1880 he moved to 
Warsaw and five years Inter joined 
the staff of the Jewish weekly 
Hazefirah, which in 1886 was convert- 
éd into a daily. On the death of the | 
editor ‘he took over the post which 
he held for 20 years, | - : 


At first an opponent of political 
Zionism, he became a supporter of the 
movement ‘after the first, Zionist 
Congress and wrote much in favour 
of it. -In 1904-he founded a Yiddlah 
daily in Warsaw, but it did not Inst 
Jong and even the Hazefirah had to 
suspend publication - for a time. 
Sokolow then spent some ‘years in 
Germany wherg’ he became joint 
editor of the Berlin Zionist papers 
Die: Welt and. Haolom., In 1910, 
however, he returned to Warsaw to 
resume the editorship of tho Haze- 
firah. © j 


For. his. political articles he was 
persecuted by the Russian Govorn- 
ment and had to escape abroad. Ho 
‘then took tho post of general socrot- 
ary of the Zionist. World Organisa- 
tion and was Inter appointed a mem- 
ber of the exccutive.. When war 
broke out, he left Germany where he 
had been living -and after 5 nding 
nome time elsewhere arrived. in Lon- 
don. It was ‘he who extracted from 
Britain.the Balfour Declaration which 
ho helped to draft. After the. war 
was-over he became head of the 
“Committee of the Jewish Delegation” 
in Paria and. took part in drawing 
up the articles in the péace treaties 
relating’ to the - rights of Jewish 
minorities and later in bringing about 
the’ Palestine mandate. In 1921 he 
wos elected president of the Zionint 
executive with his headquarters _in 
London. . ' 


In July, 1931, Dr. Welzmann re- 
signed the presidency of the Zionist 
Organisation and the Jewish Agency 
owing to hin failure after the riots 
of Aug. 1929, to secure from tho 
Colonini Office a atatement.of policy 
satisfaclory to the Jewish people, but 
Inter explanations led him to continua 
in office ‘until - Nov., when he was 
strongly opposed in. the Zionist Con- 
gress. .

MEASURES 


Publication of the main fea- 
tures of the methods likely to be 
adopted in Hongkong to cope 
with the remote possibility of 
nir raids has aroused consider- 
‘able interest. The value of 
publicity in such matters is that 
the public is aroused to a 
recognition of the fact that 
when the ‘time arrives for put- 
ting any test scheme into opera- 
tion, the population generally 
will be expected to’co-operate in 
the measures that are deemed 
essential, There ix, of course, 
no special significance in the 
laying down of these plans at 
this juncture; Hongkong is 
merely doing what other cities 
in all parts of the world consider 
advisable. Preparedness is es- 
sential in such a matter.

A much 
more complicated preblem is the 
provision of protection for the 
inhabitants of crowded city dis- 
tricts. While every house can 
have its gas-proof rooms, there 
is the task of providing sufficient 
safety points in working hours. 
Then there is the question of an 
adequate supply of gas-masks for

/ There is more than a touch of irony in the fact that 
the Engineers in construction of. the world’s largest re- 
“servoir of its type—Jubilee Dam—have worked feverishly 
in order to complete specific operations in time for the 
rainy sexson—to be foiled by the drought now somewhat 
alleviated, although more rain is still needed. 

Capable already of impounding from 600 to 700 
million gallons of water—sufficient to end, once and for 
all, Hongkong’s periodic water shortages—the gaping 
wound in the Shing Mun Valley that is to beeome Jubilee 

_. Dam, even with the rains that fell over the week-end 


impounded only 60,000,000 gallons, sufficient, if it could be 


used, to supply Kowloon for 


Had rainfall in the Colony been 
normal, Hongkong would by now have 
had 600,000,000 gallons of pure, fresh 
water in addition to the 3,000 million 
gallons the Colony's existing: ree 
vervoira are enpable of storing. 


But rainfall Js almost five inches be- 
low the average of 17% Inches usually 
recorded between January 1 and mid- 

. May. 


This deficiency of a third of the 
normal rainfall for the first five 
months of 1936 has, had a most serious 
effect upon the Colony's water supply. 
On the istnnd of Victorian there is now 
only sufficient water stored to Inst 
three months, even with the present 
restrictions in forer. 


The position on the maininnd’ is 
even worse, Dexpite Shing .Mun, 


the supply of water to Kowloon fs) 


sufficient to last only {wo months, 


The rainfall recorded over, the 
week-end was .sufficient to saturate 
the eatchwaters, and add on slight 
quantity to the storage. 


MORE RESTRICTIONS? 


The absence of rain in consider- 
able quantities within the next 
-month » may mean. that fur- 
ther restrictions will have to 
imposed on the supply of water to 
‘residents of both the island and 
mainland.

WITHIN TIME “LIMIT ‘ 


By the middle of June it was clear 
-thnt there was every likelihood that the 
work on the dam would be sufficiently 
advanced to permit the impounding of 
100,000,000 yrallons by the date which 
had been settled in London—the end 
of August. 


It wns equally clenr, however, that 
“the valve shaft would not be sufficient
